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Inspector ROBERT K. WICK called at 10:15 AM today 
and suggested that I Iminedlately release both ny letter to 
Chief CURRY and CURRY' 6 reply to me as set forth In Dallas 
teletype. The Director has authorized immediate release of 
these two letters to the wire services in Dallas. 

lir. WICK stated the head man in Dallas for UPI 
Is Mr. FALLON and he is the man to contact. Make reference 
to the prior exchange of letters as set forth by CURRY In 
his UPI story. "niese are letters between him and RANKIN, 
dated May 21 or 28, or whatever the dates are, and then say 
that this Is in answer to this; that you want to make the 
record clear on these points, and that you have no comment 
to make other than giving him the letters and they will st.and 
lor themselves. 



Then give the same thing to Associated Press, You 
can be quoted as making them available. Mr, WICK said they will 
want to know where you got them and will make a story about them, 
but you can't be quoted on anything beyond the two letters. 



I asked if UPI called Washington on these things. Hr. 
WICK stated they carried the story on the UPI wire throughout the 
country and It appeared in the papers in Washington and when Ur. 
WICK saw It, he called JLUL lUS F JIA KDSEN . head of UPI in Washlig ton
